The  50  alternate  tickets,  which  are 
drawn  in  case  of  absentees,  will 
be  available  Monday  from  1-3  p.  m. 
These  tickets  are  given  out  first 
come,  first  served.  Alternate  num- 
bers that  are  not  used  will  be  eli- 
gible for  further  drawings. 

A very  brief  summary  of  the 
scheduled  drawings  was  announced 
n the  last  issue  of  the  UNIVERSE. 
Here  is  the  present  plan:  The  num- 
bers have  been  taken  from  each 
student  body  activity  card  and 
printed  on  small  cards.  The  num- 
bered cards  are  placed  in  a box 
and  the  student  body  officers  draw 
the  850  tickets  available  to  the 
student  body.  Then  the  tickets 
that  are  drawn  will  be  placed  into 
the  second  box  until  all  the  tickets 
are  drawn  from  the  first  box,  Fill- 
more said. 

Fillmore  stressed  the  importance 
of  the  designated  time  scheduled 
for  students  to  pick  up  the  tickets 
at  the  student  body  office  before 
each  game. 


All-time  record 
winter  quarter 
enrollment  seen 

Return  of  student  buses 
and  last  minute  signers 
to  push  totals  over  top 

Snow  swamped  bus  passengers 
from  the  east  and  north  and  last 
minute  stragglers  will  push  regis- 
tration to  an  all-time  high  for  win- 
ter quarter,  Dean  Wesley  P.  Lloyd 
predicted  today. 

Late  incomplete  figures  released 
by  the  registrar’s  office  just  prior 
to  press  time  were  already  beyond 
4400.  Although  there  is  alawys  a 
drop  from  fall  to  winter  quarter, 
the  decrease  will  probably  be  less 
than  300  this  year  Dean  Lloyd 
said,  since  at  least  300  new  stud- 
ents have  been  signed  up. 

An  interesting  item  according  to 
the  Dean  is  the  fact  that  veteran 
enrollment,  which  has  taken  a drop 
all  over  the  country  is  holding  its 
own  at  BYU.  Over  1500  veterans 
have  been  registered  already  which 
is  about  the  same  as  last  quarter. 

There  were  4808  students  regis- 
tered at  Brigham  Young  last  quar- 
ter. Last  winter  quarter  4480 
signed  up  and  Dean  Lloyd  esti- 
mated that  there  will  be  at  least 
4550  studying  at  the  school  this 
quarter. 

Students  began  registering  in 
the  counseling  service  and  under 
the  different  colleges  Monday 
morning.  The  registration  was 
carried  out  in  the  same  manner 
as  was  set  up  at  the  first  of  the 
year. 

Bi'-listings  of  the  course,  both 
under  the  subject  and  the  hour,  in 
the  class  schedules  helped  to  ex- 
pedite the  process  this  year. 

The  counseling  service,  directed 
by  Dr.  Antone  R.  Romney  con- 
tinued to  council  both  new  and  old 
students  during-  this  quarter's  reg- 
istration. 


Administration  approval  could 
bring  first  name  band  to  BYU 

Plans  to  bring  Duke  Ellington  and  his  world  famous  or- 
chestra to  this  campus  for  the  annual  Junior  Prom,  awaits  ad- 
ministration approval,  Alan  Hansen,  Provo,  prom  chairman, 
said  today. 

"We  have  the  maestro  all  ready  to  sign  for  a two  night 
stand,  March  11  and  12,"  Hansen  asserted.  "The  ground  work 
has  already  been  laid  by  Connie  Judd,  Junior  class  president, 
1 os  Angeles,  who  made  the  initial  contacts  while  on  the  coast 
during  the  holiday  period. 

“For  many  years,’’  Mr.  Hansen 
pointed  out,  “prom  committees 
have  stressed  their  desires  to  ob- 
tain a name  band  for  the  only 
formal  dance  of  the  year  and 
dispense  with  the  traditional  and 
usually  “worthless”  favor.” 

The  signing  of  the  "Duke” 
would  bring  a name  band  to  the 
campus  for  the  first  time. 

The  prom,  which  is  traditional- 
ly the  biggest  social  affair  of  the 
year,  is  tentatively  scheduled  for 
two  nights  at  the  New  Social 
Hall.  A new  bandstand,  to  ac- 
commodate Duke  Ellington’s  19- 
piece  orchestra  and  a new  sound 
system  will  be  installed,  Hansen 
said. 

This  year’s  dance  will  also 
feature  reduced  rates.  Although 
the  exact  price  has  not  yet  been 
set  it  will  be  appreciably  lower 
than  past  charge  of  five  dollars 
a couple.

college  dancers  have  consistently 
set  the  trends.”  Mac  is  another 
who  takes  pains  to  determine  pub- 
lic tasts.  “It  has  been  proven 
down  through  the  years  that  the 
prom  dates  can  teach  a leader 
more  than  ballroom  or  theatre  ap 
pearances.  The  college  students  are 
the  best  judges  of  modem  music.” 
Johnny  Long,  who  started  his 
band  at  Duke  University,  has  been 
a leading  prom  favorite  for  years. 
Quoth  Long,  “When  I stop  taking 
an  interest  in  what  the  people 


want  and  start  playing  what  my 
personal  tastes  might  be,  it  will 
be  time  to  write  an  epitaph  to  the 
career  of  one  Johnny  Long.” 

Hal  McIntyre — Let’s  cut  out 
the  comedy  and  settle  down.  Real 
jazz  belongs  in  the  concert  halls.

And  when  they  call  out  for 
“Amapola”  and  “Green  Eyes,”  I 
don’t’  think  it's  fair  to  play  some 
wild  flag-waver  that  scares  ’ 
off  the  floor.” 

Stan  Kenton  has  been  selling 
non-danceable  “Progressive  Jazz.” 
He  gave  up  his  band  this  month  to 
crusade  for  “Halls  of  Jazz”  where 
fans  can  enjoy  unadultered  bop 
and  Kentonia  without  being  hamp- 
ered by  a dance  floor.  Says  Stan, 
“I  am  not  against  danncing.  But 
my  music  has  to  he  heard  to  be 
enjoyed  and  I cannot  show  to  best 
advantage  when  there  are  a multi- 
tude of  side-features  to  detract 
from  my  performance.  I owe  the 
college  kids  a vote  of  thanks  for 
the  confidence  they  have  given  me. 
I’d  l*ke  to  play  all  the  college  dates 
there  are,  but  it  wouldn’t  be  fair 
to  sell  Stan  Kenton’s  music  for  a 
prom.

Holiday  period  brings  little  change 
in  University  housing  situation 


The  holiday  weeks  between 
quarters  brought  little  disruption 
to  a firm  and  fully  packed  hous- 
ing situation  at  the  University,  ac- 
cording to  John  F.  Jones,  director 
of  housing. 

Although  there  was  some  chang- 
ing from  on-campus  quarters  to 
private  rooms  and  apartments  and 
also  the  reverse,  students  for  the 
most  part  remained  “put”  for  the 
coming  quarter,  Jones  said. 

There  is  still  a serious  shortage 
of  on-campus  living  quarters,  Mr. 
Jones  asserted,  for  both  married 
and  single  students,  which  results 
in  the  loss  of  many  students  who 
would  otherwise  attend  BYU.” 

At  present  there  is  a waiting 
list  of  at  least  200  married  veter- 
ans from  apartments  in  Wymount. 
There- is  also  a long  list  waiting 
for  dormitory  quarters  on  the 
campus. 

“We  received  letters  from  par- 
ents constantly,”  Mr.  Jones  pointed 
out,  “explaining  that  they  would 
like  to  send  their  children  to  this 
school,  but  they  would  not  do  so 
without  assurance  of  on -campus 
living  quarters.” 

“We  try  every  means  to  accom- 


modate these  cases,”  he  said,  “but 
with  dormitories  filled  far  beyond 
capacity,  the  only  thing  we  can 
do  is  place  names  on  waiting  lists."

If  you  are  the  kind  of  person  that  harbors- 
a strong  provincial  interest  in  collegiate  bas 
ketball,  you  would've  probably  been  dissatis- 
fied with  Cougar's  placement  in  the  recent  Los 
Angeles  Invitational  tourney — they  finished 
next  to  the  bottom  with  North  Carolina  State 
They  were  twice  beaten;  once  by  Montana 
and  once  by  the  defending  champions,  Mar- 
shall College. 

It  was  a better  tournament  this  year,  how- 
ever, because  the  co-sponsors—  Peperdine  Col- 
lege and  the  breed-making  Helms  Athletic 
Foundation — polished  things  up  by  bringing 
in  a more  attractive  round  of  teams.
